Since July 1 Ohio has appropri- 
ated the miserly and inadequate 
sum of nine cents per person an- 
nually in public health work. 

The state, which at one time 


stod at the top of the list in the 
financing of health projects, sas 
sunk to its low point of disgrace 
through the successive administra- 
tions of Gov. Frank J. Lausche, 
Democrat, and Thomas Herbert, 
Republican. 

The two Clevelanders who are 
running against each other in the 
gubernatorial race this fall have 
practically no programmatic differ- 
ences. 

The Federal Government is pay- 
ing 73 percent of the health costs 
in the state, according to figures 
made public by Dr. John D. Porter- 
field, state health director. 

And the congresional leaders of 


lboth Lausche and Herbert’s parties 


are making every effort in Wash- 
ington to se that these federal ap- 
propriations are slashed. They want 
to substitute appropriations for the 
bi-partisan program of military ex- 
penditures. 

Dr. Porterfield said that the state 
law makes mandatory such activi- 
ties as operation of mobile X-ray 
units for tuberculosis detection and 
immunization against contagious 
diseases. However, with state funds 
altogether inadequate this work is 
carried out on a bare subsistence

Outlawing Peace and Socialism 


| i power the headlines in the newspapers, the arrest 
of the leaders of the Communist Party is not based 
on the charge that they are committing acts of “force and 
violence to overthrow the government.” The indictments 
called for the arrest of these Americans because they 
“did wilfully conspire to organize as the Communist 
Party of the United States.” Another charge is that this 
political party is “dedicated to the Marxist-Leninist 
principles” which the GOP-Democratic leaders are anxious 
to prove consists in “the overthrow and destruction of 
the government of the U.S.A. by force and violence.” 


Thus, the indictment, with which the Truman admin- 
istration hopes to make the people forget the-crimes of 
the profiteers, Ku Kluxers and the “get tough” diplomats, 
is an effort to outlaw the philosophy of Marxian socialism. 
The government wants to declare it a crime for Americans 
to advocate and organize the people for the abolition of 
private ownership of the nation’s industries. 


Since the inventors of the red scare have never been 


able to find any proof of their slander that the Communist 


movement for socialism is a “conspiracy,” they have 
always been forced to forge such “proof” themselves. 
When the German Nazis burned down the Reichstag in 
1933 and then yelled that “the Communists did it,” that 
was the classic model of the frame-up against democracy 
under the guise of “fighting Communist force and vio- 
lence.” As Henry Wallace, a pro-capitalist liberal, ac- 
curately- noted yesterday, the force and violence which 
the world can see all around it comes by a strange coin- 
cidence from those who make the biggest noise about the 
“force and violence” of the Communists. 


Wallace's own meetings have been attacked by the 
force and violence of hooligans incited by the press. The 
formation of our trade unions, both AFL and CIO, was 
resisted for years by nationwide force and violence used 
by the corporations and their hirelings. It is reaction 
which always uses force and violence to halt democracy 
and progress.

Being Revived in Bizonia 


WASHINGTON, July 22 (Telepress).—Plans of the World Bank to open a branch 
office shortly in Western Germany have been confirmed by the bank’s officials here. It was 
inferred, by the same officials, that a concrete decision on this was taken following the 


recent visit of Robert Gardner, 
vice-president of the World Bank, 
to the Ruhr, where he distussed 
“the possibilities of financial co- 
operation” with leading German 
financial circles. . 

The disclosure that the World 
Bank intends to establish a 
branch office in Bizonia came 
shortly after the U. S. Military 
Government in Germany had of- 
ficially ‘announced foreign banks 
could open branch offices in Ger- 


many “to effect deals related to 


foreign trade and grant credits 
to German firms.” 

Another influential financial in- 
stitution to take advantage of the 
‘signal for the invasion of West- 
ern Germany by foreign capital 
will be the Bank for International 
Payments, in ‘Switzerland. This 


bank, which cooperates closely 


with the World Bank, is inter- 
ested not only in opening a branch 
Office in Bizonia, Telepress learns, 
but. has also sought information 
in Washington and New York on 
the possibility of a “neutral” 
banxing house participating in the 
“German-American Financial In- 
stitute,” plans for which are cur- 
rently being discussed by German 
and American financial circles. 


It is understood here that the 
Bank for International Payments 
(BIP) cdntacted, in this connec- 
tion, the J. J. Henry Schroeder 
Bank in New York, and Rocke- 
feller’s Chase National Bank. 
Baron Kurt von Schroeder, direc- 
tor of the Cologne banking house 
of I. G. Stein and chief German 
agent of the J. J. Henry Schroedér 
Bank, used to be the German rep- 
resentative on the board of the 
BIP.
